Now  the  side  door  opens  and  Dr.  Chapin 
anten.  How  much  older  he  look*  1  The 
gray  Is  more  plentiful  in  hair  and  beard, 
and  Time’*  furrows  hava  ploughed  deeper 
into  hia  face.  But  the  voice  eomes  full 
and  atrong  ss  ever,  and  the  word*  are  ern 
pbasized,  If  poaaible,  more  eaniestly—  aud 
this  earnestness  is  a  radical  feature  of  the 
man:  It,  in  the  key -atone  of  his  meutal 
structure ;  the  conservator  of  every 
thought  and  emotion.  While  there  in  ho  1”^  ju 
lack  of  sentiment,  it  never  degenerates! 
into  sentimentality  ;  and  in  his  moat  emo¬ 
tional  period  exists  a  medial  line— a  back¬ 
bone,  If  you  Ill,  of  good  sense,  in  other 
words,  hi*  emotion  and  sentiment  must 
over  subserve  hi*  logic.  And  tho  physical 
make-up  of  the  man  necessitates  this, 
took  at  that  Vast  thuracie  and  abdominal 
capacity  I  The  thorough  digestive  power, 
the  great  heart,  sending  its  generous  sup¬ 
ply  to  the  outermost  parts  of  his  living; 
and  the  huge  lungs  vivifying  and  revivify¬ 
ing  the  rich  current,  till  it  tingles  through 
thq  dense  brain  with  the  brightes:  und 
beet  of  life  giving  power.  Then  look  at 
the  brain  itself,  the  long  and  the  broad 
lines  pt  tho  anterior  lobes;  the  height  of 
^  the  corvnal  region,  the  strong  perciptires. 
the  dense  reflective*.  A  man  with  such  a 
build  hasn't  a  particle  of  nonsense  in  his 
composition,  to  commence  with  ;  aud  then 
add  culture,  and  long  years  of  trial  nod 
Double,  and  we  have  one  whom  it  is  a 
privilege  as  well  as  treat  to  listen  to. 

Dr.  Chapin  generally  ’*  hugs”  his  notes 
lor  some  time  alter  commencing,  but  grad 
ually  wanning  up  through  the  magnetic 
influence  of  his  audience,  he  feels  the 
accretionary  force  of  the  Interval,  between 
the  composition  in  the  study  aud  the  de¬ 
livery,  so  transcending  the  letter  of  his 
discourse,  that  he  must  perforce  doff  specs 
and  pace  the  pulpit  as  accompaniment  to 
the  swift  inspiration  ot  the  culminating 
moment,  amplifying  the  written  period  till 
tense  with  hot  thought  it  bursts  into  a 
thrilling  peroration. 

Dr.  Chapin  i»more  unique  than  typicals 
typical  in  the  sense  we  would  speak  of,  say 
a  Dr.  Cnyler. 

Yet  the  orbit  of  his  thought  is  not  an 
eccentric  one— true  to  the  central  light  of 
Christ’s  teachings  at  one  time,  and  then 
obeying  for  a  spell  the  attraction  of  some 
powerful  »outer  lMmitury,  as  i*  the  case 
with  hia  brilliant  metropolitan  contempor 
ary— but  Is  continually  conforming  its 
ecliptio  more  and  more  to  the  all  sufficing 
Son  o^Righteousuess.  And  here  just  a 
word  ss  to  Dr.  Chapin’s  orthodoxy— and 
one  might  sit  under  his  preaching  lor  A 
r  lung,  time  without  becoming  apprised  of 
his  unorthodox  opinions — he  is  not  ortho¬ 
dox,  simply,  in  that  ho  accepts  the  Saviour 
in  the  iullest  sense  ol  the  term,  a  (huIi 
that  lean*  so-  much  to  virtue’s  side  a*  to  al- 
ntb-4  disarm  dlssCfft. 

If  Dr.  Chapin  is  aver  tempted  to  speak 
intolerantly,  it  is  when  dealing  With  iutnl 
arance.  He  never  indulges  tn  weak  an¬ 
athema  to  silence  the  bold  expression  of 
contemporaneous  thought,  but  examining 
the  process  of  that  conviction,  seaks  to 
find  the  necessary  refutation  in  the  nature 
of  tho  process  itself.  He  attack*  the 
enemy  upon  hi*  own  grounds,  delighting 
,  ftiore  in  the  hand  to  hand  encounter  than 
in  the  distant  and  more  safe  bombard - 

ii*  tike  all  preachers  he  ha*  his  vocabulary 
of  act  phrases,  and  one  can  anticipate  him 
to  a  certain  extent;  but  the  Irreaistible 
*tlvHy  of  hi*  intellect  is  constantly  Rad¬ 
ius  him  into  the  domsin  of  other  men  s 
work,  and  he  is  continually  grafting  en  the 
stock  of  his  own  lalwr  the  rich  results  of 
incursions.  Scteoev,  Literature,  Pol¬ 
itics,  current  events  are  laid  under  contri¬ 
bution.  and  in  consequence  he  Is  ever  tre-h, 
sparkling  aM  instructive.  There  is  a  cer¬ 
tain  index  of  tho  height  of  hi*  augment 
tog  culture  perceivable  In  his  AUoourses. 
separated  by  certain  interval*.  Iu*  ment»i 
activity  an  surcharge*  every  fll,r?  of  hl* 
brain  that  it  most,  of  necesaity.  rid  vt*e>J 
of  part  of  its  burden  that  it  may  thereby 
have  room  for  further  acquisition
